SUPREME COURT DENIES WRIT 
ON KANSAS CITY VOTE TEST 


Declines to Rule on Issue of Quali- 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court de- 
clined today to rule’on a test case 
of whether residents of Kansas 
City who failed to register for the 
municipal election on March 29, 
before expiration of the registra- 
tion period, could be qualified by 
a Circuit Court order to vote in 
that election. , 

The Supreme Court did not write 
an opinion but indicated the man-

Justice Butler 72 Years Old.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—At- 
torneys for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad today filed amendments to 
the road's annual financial state- 
ments which they hoped would per- 
suade the Securities and Exchange 
Gommission that there was no long- 
er any reason to hold today’s hear- 
ing into ‘whether the commission 
should order Missouri Pacific stock 
removed from listing on the New 
York Stock Exchange.

WASHINGTON, March 17. — F. 
M. Rarig Jr., a Minnesota relief 
official, told the Senate Unemploy- 
ment Committee today that, de- 
spite “tremendous expenditures” for 
WPA and other forms of public 
assistance, “people are actually 
starving for the lack of adequate 


direct relief.” 
In an effort to meet this ‘situa- 
tion, Rarig urged that Congress ap- 
propriate $400,000,000 a year for 
direct relief, in addition to the 
funds voted for works projects. 
Rarig, executive secretary of the 
Ramsey County Welfare Board at 
St. Paul, told the committee that 
local communities had been unable 
to bear the cost of direct relief. 
“Since the President's decree that 
the Federal Government was ‘quit- 
ting the relief business’,” Rarig as- 
serted, “direct relief has been so 
taboo in Washington that Federal 
officials are afraid to testify re- 
garding the need. 

Cities Short of Funds. 
“Our community is financing 
almost its entire contribution to 
unemployment relief by issuing 
bonds. The city of Minneapolis is 
in the same condition. Unless our 
local and state governments receive 
some assistance in financing direct 
relief, it is only a matter of.a short 
time until the local governments at 
least will be bankrupt.” Rarig said 
he opposed state administration of 
work relief programs. 

Rarig testified WPA was paying 
women from $60.50 to $71.50 a 
month to keep house for relief fam- 
ilies while maids are hired by pri- 
vate employers for $5 t6 $6 a week, 
with room and board. He said this 
Was an example of the “desperate 
efforts” of the W P A to attempt 
to provide employment for women. 
Rarig emphasized he was not 
criticising W P A officials, but the 
“Inability of the program itself to 
meet efficiently the needs of all un- 
employed employable persons.” 
Expenditures in his county for 
district relief in February, Rarig 
said, totaled $334,772, despite the 
fact W P A was employing “prac- 
tically every eligible person” under 
its rules. He said the local com- 
munity was forced to provide direct 
relief in 7708 cases. 

For “Fundamental” Revision. 
Herman A, Gray, chairman of the 
New York State Unemployment In- 
surance Advisory Council, told the 
committee that the present system 
of handling compensation is “cum- 
bersome, complex and confused.”

The sharp reduction in the num- 
ber of robberies, burglaries and au- 
tomobile thefts in St. Louis in re- 
cent years is due to use of the po- 
lice radio, Chief of Police John H. 
Glassco said today. 

Police records show that in the 
seven years since radio was in- 
stalled, the number of robberies 
has dropped 79 per cent, burglaries 
49 per cent and automobile thefts 
69 per cent. In the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1980, the last full 
year before use of radio, there were 
2362 robberies, 3182 burglaries and 
4694 motor car thefts. In the calen- 
dar year 1987 only 485 robberies, 
1603 burglaries and 1454 automobile 
thefts were reported. 

Chief Glassco said the principal 
factor by which the radio has been 
made a crime deterrent was the 
speed with which reports could be 
broadcast to moving police cars.

Shanghai Hard Hit. 

The revenue-producing ability of 
the Shanghai-Nanking area in 
Central China, now controlled by 
Japan, has been equally hard hit. 
More than a quarter of all the 
revenues in Ch formerly came 
from Shanghai, commercial gate- 
way for the tremendous wealth of 
the Yangtze Valley. But China’s 
remaining foreign trade is now di- 
verted to South China and the 
Shanghai gold mine is, temporarily 
at least, out of commission.

3. Consolidation into one national system 
under a private or semi-public corporation, 
with Government representation.

The fact that 50 years of trust-busting,

develop a body knowledge and opinion 
that would serve as a basis for far-reaching 
legislation,

It is true that powerful interests are sup- 
porting consolidation. It is true that repre- 
sentatives of some of these interests have 
been augmenting their private fortunes 
while nominally speaking for institutions 
and the public. But it is also true that a 
large part of the waste and corruption that 
have accompanied the history of railways 


has been due to the effort of Congress to 


maintain a false competition and to obstruct 


consolidation under private concerns Some. 


of our railway Napoleons have been bucca- 
neers, but others have grasped the national 
character of transportation and sought to 
move toward the efficiency of unification. 
It is not necessary to choose between village 
blacksmiths and buccaneers. It is possible 
to effect consolidation without resorting to 
the methods of buccaneers. 

For illumination on this problem, we may 
profitably turn to British experience. Great 
Britain long endured the anarchy of nu- 
merous companies and cutthroat methods, 
At last, when anarchy had culminated 
m almost complete ruin, the British Gov- 
ernment stepped in, forced consolidation 
and established Government control’ over 
the unified systems (Railway Act of 1921).

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J. Harry Pohiman Likens It to 
Individual's Cash Balance 
Before Bills Are Paid. 

A statement explaining the the 
for the $4,004,764 so-called “surplus” 
of the Board of Education has been 
issued by J. Harry Pohiman, chair- 
man of the Citizens’ School Tax 
Campaign Committee. The size 
and need of the surplus, is an issue 


in the campaign for the retention 
of the 85-cent school tax rate, on

As a matter of fact, as shown 
by the School Board’s budget, the 
surplus, which was $4,004,764 last 


exceeded anticipated income 
$1,013,369. Officials have declared 
that there will be comparatively 
minor variations from the receipts 
and expenditures as laid out in the 
budget. The excess of disburse- 
ments over income will be drawn 
from the surplus. 

The board formerly maintained 
that it needed $2,400,000 in the sur- 
plus for working capital at the 
start of each fiscal year. Lately, 
due to changes in the tax laws, ex- 
pediting payments, it has been pos- 
sible to reduce this margin to 
$2,000,000, and some school officials 
have suggested it might be trimmed 
to $1,800,000 or even $1,500,000. 

The board, in the last fiscal year, 
earmarked $500,000 for the Stowe 
(Negro) College, spending $69,621 
on part of the site and draftsmen’s 
salaries last year. Hence, $430,378 
remains set apart this year, most 
of which will be carried over to 
next year. The board is just com- 
pleting the acquisition of the site 
and has not ordered final construc- 
tion plans. 

No definite steps have been taken 
to earmark any remainder of the 
surplus for other buildings. The 
board recently received reports 
from executive officers that nearly 
one-third of all school buildings 
here had potential fire hazards or 
other defects. It has ordered a long- 
range study of needed construction. 


As Opponents View It. 

Varying statements about the sur- 
plus have been made by the munici- 
pal Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, comprising Mayor Dick- 
mann, Comptroller Nolte and Al- 
dermanic President Mason; the 
school board; Mark D. Hagieton, a 
school board member; the Real Es- 
tate Exchange, and some other op- 
ponents and proponents of the 85 
cent tax. 

The Board of Estimate, which has 
withheld support from the tax pro- 
posal because it wanted the schools 
to take a 10-cent cut, so that the 
city could levy a new 10-cent tax, 
asserted that a 75-cent school rate 
would make possible a $3,000,000 
surplus, or $1,000,000 more than the 
working capital requirement. The 
Real Estate Exchange brought in 
the question of increased State 
school aid. Income from that 
source, however, plays a compara- 
tively small part in the board’s budg- 
et. Eagleton said that $200,000 of 
the surplus might be needed for a

Salt 


Cooking, which involves the 
preparation of three wholesome, 
nourishing meals a day, becomes a 
culinary art in proportion to the 
cook’s knowledge of the use of 
condiments. Imparting a subtle 


taste to feod is really the cook's 
job, and the simplest way of doing 
this is by adding salt or pepper. 

Salt is a white crystalline com- 
pound, known chemically as sodium 
chloride. This is obtained from de- 
posits in the earth or by evapora- 


water. Salt has more than 1500 
uses. There is a pinch of salt in 
the clothes we wear, in the glasses 
we use and in the cars we drive. 
Table salt, which we usually buy 
in containers, is a fine-grained salt 
to which ‘harmless chemicals, if 
their presence and amount are de- 
clared on the label, may be added 
to give it the non-caking quality 
which consumers want. A few hun- 
dred thousandths of 1 per cent of 
a salt of iodine, usually potassium 
iodide, is often added to table salt. 
A lack of iodine in the diet may 
cause an enlarged thyroid. The 
most usual way of getting one’s 
quota of iodine is in drinking wa- 
ter. In certain sections of the 
country known as “goiter belts” 
where iodine is lacking in the wa- 
ter, iodized salt is used extensive- 
ly by consumers. 
Used Everywhere. 

Salt is a seasoning used by peo- 
ple the world over, but individual 
tastes and national culinary tradi- 
tions dictate the selections of sea- 
sonings, especially the spices one 
finds in the kitchen cupboards. 
When we speak of spices, we usual- 
ly include all the aromatic vegeta- 
ble products, such as pepper, mus- 
tard, ginger, etc., which are added 
to food to bring out its flavor or to 
give a flavor where little exists. 
Spices contain Volatile materials 
known as essential oils which give 
them their odor and taste. Though 
spices are negligible in food value, 
their addition to food is said to 
stimulate the gastric juices and 
hence make food more digestible. 
For many centuries these pungent 
buds, flowers, fruits, seeds, roots, 
bark and leaves of herbs, shrubs or 
trees, growing wild in equatorial 
countries and carried over circuit- 
ous routes to Europe, were the 
luxury of kings. Today scientific

family. 

Most of the spices we buy are 
imported from other countries, 
Government standards for spices 
require that they be clean, sound 
and true to name, and that no por- 
tion of their volatile oil, which gives 
them their flavor, be removed. The 
Food and Drug Administration is 
on guard to see that ground shells, 
or exhausted spices, those from 
which the essential oi] has been re- 
moved, have not been added to the 
pepper, ginger, cloves and other 
spices we buy. All imported foods, 
spices included, must get their O K 
from this administration before 
they can be marketed in this coun- 
try. Chemical analysis is needed to 
test the purity of spices, but a cus- 
tomer when selecting them woula 
do well to taste and smell them to 
judge their potency. Some spices 
of poor quality, such as low grade 
cinnamon, are practically flavor- 
less, It is a far-sighted economy to 
buy the best quality spices. 

Purchase by Weight. 

In buying spices one should al- 
ways buy by weight rather than 
size of container. Perhaps io other

Then they strike out on a straight 
line, drawn in advance on a road 
map. three or four miles 
the photographer clicks off a pic- 
ture, whieh will show six square 
miles of land. 

As long as the proper light lasts, 
they course over the area on paral- 
el routes two miles apart, covering 
from 500 to 1000 square miles in a 
day. 

Their plates are sent to Wash- 
ington for development. Each pic- 
ture overlaps the area covered by 
pictures taken on either side of it.

inevitably affect situations and con- 
d tions in other parts of the world. 
The triumph of this seclusionist 
viewpoint would inescapably carry 
the whole world back to the condi- 
tions of medieval chaos, conditions 
toward which some parts of both 
the Eastern and the Western 
worlds are already moving. Such 
is the fate to which extreme isola- 
tionists—isolationists at any price— 
all those who contend that we 
should -neither protest against 
abuses nor co-operate with others 
toward keeping principles alive, 
those who say that under no cir- 
cumstances should we insist upon 
any rights beyond our own terri- 
torial waters—such is the fate to 
which blind extremists of this type 
would consign this country and th

Every year since then there have 
been deaths and severe sickness 
following eating of raw mussels 
along the Pacific Coast. Three 
cases and two deaths were report- 
ed in 1936. Laboratory expcri- 
ments have been made which make 
it plain that the poison comes to 
the mussel contained in the ocean 
water. It is probably the food of 
the shellfish. 

Mussels feed on plankton. The 
outbreaks of mussel poisoning oc- 
cur only in the summer months be- 
tween May and October. At this

HE first thing the young hus-

This student period at 
the Columbia Law School first 
made the 23-year-old Roosevelt 
jnto. the big-city type, and this 
was no accident, Here was a man 
who bad grown up on the land,

open, which was her husband's 
element, merely as a means of 


recuperation. 
For the sociable husband the 


gle attraction here was the con- 
tact with men and the consequent 
political career in the world city. 
The responsibility which his wife, 
as a rich woman, felt in the pres- 
ence of the injustice of poverty 
did not oppress or burden him; 
and so it was that she was less 
often at peace with herself than 
he, whether on the land or in the 
city, while he made both comfort- 
able for himself. 


She at first had not the slightest 
interest in politics; she did not 
even know the difference between 
state and Federal rights. Yet she 
knew that she had an ancestor, 
Livingston by name, among the 
signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence: the patent of nobility 
in this people’s state, whose demo- 
cratic foundations were laid deep- 
er and stronger than those of any 
European state with the exception 
of the Swiss.

ND how could she become en- 
A trasiastic about his legal studies 
hen he himself found them a 
bore and has continued to think of 
them as such ever since? He did 
not even obtain his LL.B. from 
Columbia; but he did obtain the 
right to practice law and at the 
age of 25 became a member of a 
law firm and actually earned 
money in it, if only irregularly. In 
line with his earliest interests he 
preferred cases dealing with mari- 
time law and became a sort of spe- 
cialist in it; further, in his deal- 
ings with clients of all conditions, 
he broadened his knowledge of the 

life of the classes. 

It seems he was gripped more by 
the activity itself than by the le- 
gal aspect of the case, and by the 
money he could e out of it 
least of all; and his friends of 
that period insist that he lacked 
the seriousness which alone leads 
to success, it may be explained by 
the fact such a man, devoid of 
decisive ambition, secure in his 
position, could easily be diverted 
from his goal. 

To remain week after week in 
Hyde Park, to supervise the farm 
and the log cutting, to put up a 
fire station, to romp around with 
his children as his mother had 
done with him only 10 years before, 
made him definitely happier than 
the dull grind of legal documents. 
Perhaps he makes silent compari- 
sons, reflects what a young father 
his children have, how old his own 
father was, and rejoices in his ra- 
diant youth. 

In all probability his life would 
have continued in this way, with- 
out his ever having missed any- 
thing essential. In all probabilit

This 
extraordinary passion, which rules 
the world’s most sociable nation as 
it does no other, this unquenchable 
thirst for new persons, incompre- 
hensible to us Europeans, makes a 
typical American of Roosevelt. 
At the same time, he could not 
but think of his model and exem- 
plar; how the older Roosevelt had 
his career in that same 
Capitol in Albany where he him- 
self was now perhaps to become 


Senator. Just at this time he could, 


see his exemplar, at the end of his 
second term as Republican Presi- 
dent, going down to defeat in the 
economic distress of the country, 
his pledge to war against Railroad 
King Harriman coming to nothing 
in the confusion of those days. 
But what sharper spur can there 
be to a young man than the ship- 
wreck of his prophet, whom de 
must now seek, with redoubled ef- 
fort, to surpass? 

In the technique of the election 
campaign he at once imitates his 
exem When he appears in the 
local committee rooms in his riding 
boots, his older colleagues of the 
party machine ask him politely to 


farmers stand around and hear him 
explain what makes the demon go; 
and at the same time they swallow 
down the ideas and promises of 
the young candidate. 

So this young Coriolanus. went 
riding for a couple of weeks 
through his district on the Hudson 
accompanied by a skilled comrade 
who at the end of every speech 
produced an American flag out of 
nowhere; he spoke 20 times a day, 
shook hands with hundreds of 
farmers, and from all of it learned 
more than his listeners. The worst 
that could happen was that he 
might fail, and that it would cost 
him some money; but he would 
have derived from it much pleasure 
and benefit.

IS plea was for the common 

man, against the boss; and in 

his heart he took up the fight 
all the more readily since the Re- 
publican whom -he opposed was a 
personal enemy of Theodore Roose- 
velt. Feelings like these may have a 
decisive effect in a delicate situa- 
tion, for Franklin Roosevelt is a 
gentleman in the good old sense of 
the word, which means that he is 
crafty but loyal, and he could not 
have attacked that personally hon; 


people loved and what they lacked. 
Not being a newcomer, a city 
dweller in country clothes, it was 
easy for him to perfect the knowl- 
edge he had begun to accumulate 
as a boy; and when, speaking from 
the back seat of his car, he declared 
that the power and strength of the 
Union, the State and the country 
had their origin in the local com- 
munities, the words, misleading as 
they were to the listeners, repre- 
sented his own deep first-hand 
opinion. For Franklin’s nature is 
such that he believes only what he 
has seen, but whatever he sees he 
retains. 

It was a grand time he had cut- 
ting loose openly at the men who 
had made politics their business 
and their fortune. And in attack- 
ing the bosses of the Republican 
party he did not avoid silent impli- 
cation regarding the Democratic 
bosses, too, for to those he had tak- 
en a dislike right at his nomina- 
tion. 

Whatever is of the city, whatever 
is business and routine, is unpleas- 
ant to this man of natural im- 
pulses; and if later on he learns 
to make use of city and business 
and routine in the attainment of 
his ends, it is only through crafti-

In the immemorial manner of 
all healthy egotists he sometimes 
left her alone with his children 
and for a few weeks took a trip 
with old schoolmates in a boat 
along the coast, On these trips 
he was Captain, cook, and fisher- 
man all in one. Sports and gym- 
nastics, which meant so much to 
him, remained almost alien to 
her. On their very honeymoon 
she had watched him moun- 
tain climbing with another wom- 
an because she was not.equal to 
it; and the frankness with which 
she herself tells about it is a 


measure of the innocence of the 
incident. 

When we observe how nature 
is never mentioned in her mem- 
oirs while as against this it plays 
a continuous end decisive role 
in his life, how self-searching 
she is while he is entirely soci- . 
able, how philosophic her life is 
while he is carried forward by his 
self-certainty, we obtain a deep 
glimpse into the two characters; 
and she reveals much when she 
writes:

capitols, the interior of this 

building is, with its hundred 
and one useless columns and niches, 
its lightless corridors, its heavy 
ceilings, its unused chimneys, its 
overloaded “million-dollar” stairway 
tor they repeat with pride, in Al- 
bany, that this is what it costa 
demonstration of how helpless 
America was as long as it imitated 
Europe. 

The chamber in which the State 
Senate meets is all costly in gold 
and red, with magnificent ledther 
armchairs and rose-tinted balus- 
trades, with multicolored window 
panes and the coat of arms of En- 
gland's upper house in London, so 
that the representatives of this 
democracy may, in dreamy mo- 
ments, feel a little like peers. And, 
yes, the middle pillars on the “mil- 
lion-dollar” stairway are adorned 
with a kind of ancient crown. 

Into this room, which every- 
where strikes a false note, came 
Senator Franklin Roosevelt. It 
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I was in politics, now I was a poli- 
tician. This moment of first suc- 
cess is perhaps the most danger- 
ous crisis in the career of anyone 
in politics. Up to this moment his 
action has been based on theory. 
Now he must act. I found my- 
self actively engaged with the de- 
tails of government, and though I 
had studied these problems in the 
theoretical form, I found them 
more absorbingly interesting be- 
cause of their concreteness and 
their human application.” 

In this passage we find the four 
key words of elt’s world: 
“Injustice, Concrete, Human, Ac- 
tive. We perceive a man who 
wants to remove an injustice which 
he has seen with his own eyes, and 
who therefore wants to act, and to 
act humanly. We see how the will 
to action links itself to the will to 
help, so that ft is impossible to say 
which of the two impulses 
came first. We see likewise in the 
definite closing sentences the man 
who enjoys his work, and could 
never understand it if he did not 
enjoy it. This, we would say, is a 
man who will disappoint neither his 
voters nor himself. 

The only ones who were very 
soon disappointed were his party 
friends. They had deluded them- 
selves with the belief that in this 
likeable dilettante they had discov- 
ered a high-class vote getter who 
paid his own expenses, Now, after 
his astounding victory, he revealed 
himself as an extremely inde- 
pendent member. The party chiefs,
